Bong Air Rase, r r 6nly a few 
miles ifrom the Illinois-Wis- 
consin, lino north of Antioch, 
is being considered as the 
site of a four-year college. 

The, Tri-County Education 
Committee is pushing for lo- 
cation of the college at Bong. 
Marlin Schnurr of Wilmot is 
chairman of the group. 

Other locations being con- 
sidered are Kenosha and Ra- 
cine. All the sites were 
viewed by a selection com- 
mittee which visited the lo- 
cations February 10. In all 
eight sites arc under con- 
sideration. 

Proponents of Bong point 
out that locating the college 
on the land formerly intend- 
ed for an air base would re- 
move no property from the 
tax rolls; fifteen miles of 
sewer and -drain pipes remain 
in the ground, plus two deep 
wells and some road bases; 
that the 1,000 acres of land 
leaves the -college plenty of 
room for future expansion, 
and that it would be easier to 
reach by car than city-based 
sites, where traffic is already 
heavy.

Pay income Tax 

Illinois students who work 
part-time or summers may 
have a refund due on their 
1005 Federal income tax re- 
turns, 

District Di reel or of Inter- 
nal Revenue, E. C. Coyle, Jr., 
explains (tint unmarried stu- 
dents who cam less than $1)00 
will not owe any Federal in- 
come tax. They are entitled 
to claim the usual $000 per- 
so'nnl exemption, plus a $300 
minimum standard deduc- 
tion. 

Students are subject to the 
same Federal tax obligations 
as other taxpayers, a.id have 
ho special exemption. They 
arc required to file, a lax re 
turn if their earnings are 
$000 or ''more. They should 
Hie n return in order to ob^ 
tain a refund when earnings 
arc less than $000 and taxes 
were withheld from wages 
by -their employers. 

Students must claim their 
own personal exemption 
.whcn'fillng a tax retting Mr. 
Coyle said. However",' par- 
ents who furnish more than 
one-half the cost of support 
for their child who is a full- 
time student may also .claim 
a dependency exemption for 
the child on their tax return, 
unless the child is married 
and is filing a joint return 
with his (or her) spouse.

Coiigressinitn Frank Clielf 
of Kentucky, original sponsor 
of the Constitutional Amend- 
ment, had proposed a rour-, 
year term for Members "of; 
Congress to be staggered— | 
with one-lialf of the Mem-j 
hers being etecled every two- 
years; . In this 'wily, the ef- 
fect of the President lal cam- 
paign would not influence 
lite. eleclion of more than one- 
half of— the —Members of 
Congress at any one time. 

There is a strong fet'ling, 
shared by this Member of 
Congress, thai the President's 
Toatlnils— should- be-lrimmed 
and that the Congressional 
races should be divorced as 
far; as possible fro I he Na- 
tional election. Siicli a result 
might be achieved by extend- 
ing the terms of V. S. Kepre- 
senlatlves to four years and 
by providing that such -elec- 
tions should Occur in the off- 
year — thai Is. in the year 
when the people are NOT 

electing a President. 
As, reported- earlier, tlie 
s recommendation j 
for a four-year term Tor U, s. 
Uepresentativcs represented 
adoption of a position already 
popular in Ihe -U. S. House 
and Senate. During the 
First Session of this Congress 
more than 2"iO. House— mom-. 
hers; indicated lher»r fetippOrt 
for the four-year term 'pro- 
posal: Only 41 had express- 
ed opposition. A large per- 
centage or the - Senators had 
also expressed approval. This 
strong support, of course, 
was in behalf .of the staggered 
term proposal by Congress- 
man Clielf. Now the subject 
is very much up in. the air 
and the outcome in greater 
doubt than before; In any 
event, the issue will he re- 
solved during this Session of 
the Congress. " -

Aching Back 

"I have found that, some 
women when they are preg- 
nant wear flat shoes rather 
than shoes with licels which 
they normally _wear. These 
women frequently complain 
of backache and referred pain 
down the back of their leg*;.
